Gettysburg School Directors for fis­ 


cal Year Just Ended Shows Liabil­ 


ities beyond Assets in General 


and Building Funds. Old Tax. 


Behind hand to the e -ten t of $1,103- 
.13 in the general fund, and $22,670- 
.74 in the building fund is 
the 
sub­ 
stance of the report of the 
treasu rer 
of the G ettysburg School Board 
for 
the fiscal year ending July 5th. While 
the large liability in the building fund 
seems excessive at first glance 
it is 
not so bad as it looks when the 
fact 
th a t there are $23,000 outstanding in 
the shape 
of 
bonds 
is 
considered. 
With the exception 
of 
$30 
unpaid 
rent, the bonds comprise the 
liabili­ 
ties. The am ount of cash on hand 
is 
$84.89. 
For the defecit in the general fund 
there is no alleviating 
circumstance. 
Apparently it was just simply neces­ 
sary to expend more than the receipts 
furnished. A source of satisfaction 
to 
all those concerned 
was 
the 
settle­ 
ment in full of the 1909, 
’IO and ’ll 
tax duplicates for the 
general 
fund 
and those of 1906, *07, ’OH, ’09 and ’IO 
in the building fund by the estate 
of 
ex-collector W. H. 
Frock. 
Although 
this only amounted to $130.19 in 
the 
first instance and but $65.02 for 
the 
building account, it will facilitate fu­ 
ture reports to have 
these back du­ 
plicates accounted for. 
A large item of the 
revenue 
was 
the tuition paid by various townships 
I and individuals for 
out-of-town 
pu­ 
p ils . 
This amounted to $1,410.05,

That no change has been made 
In 
the original route of the Lincoln high­ 
way through York and Lancaster 
to 
G ettysburg, despite reports from Bal­ 
timore and W ashington to 
the 
con­ 
trary, is the positive statem ent 
con­ 
tained in a letter received 
by 
Con­ 
gressman D. F. I^fean from 
Robert 
N, Harper, chairman of the 
Lincoln 
highway committee of the District of 
Columbia, and in another 
letter 
re­ 
ceived by 
a G ettysburg 
newspaper 
man in answ er to a query sent 
A. S. 
Dement, acting secretary of the 
Lin­ 
coln Highway association. 
Inasmuch as the 
Baltimore 
report 
was to the effect th a t the 
announce­ 
ment of the change had been made in 
a letter from Robert N. Joy, president 
of the Lincoln Highway 
association, 
to Mr. H arper, this denial is regarded 
as positive assurance of the inaccur­ 
acy of the report. Mr. Harper adds in 
his letter 
to 
Congressman 
Lafean 
that while no change in the 
original 
route is contemplated, there is a 
de­ 
tour proposed which wuold 
take 
in 
W ashington, hut that this 
would 
ba 
in addition to the main route. 
It 
ie 
this detour, it is expected, which will 
load from Philadelphia to 
Baltimore, 
and 
from 
W ashington 
follow 
the 
Rockville turnpike to Frederick, Md., 
and proceed thence to Gettysburg. 
The York congressman, 
who 
hat 
been interesting himself in 
securing 
ta tte r highways in this district, 
and 
in bringing about the purchase of ton 
roads by the state, 
had 
w ritten 
to 
Chairman H arper inquiring about tho 
reported Lincoln highway changa. 
In the letter to G ettysburg from A. 
8. la m e n t he says that 
the 
stories 
published about 
the 
change in 
the 
route ru ttin g out York and Lancaster 
are m isstatem ents in a misdirected ef­ 
fort on the part of certain persons In 
W ashington.
